2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
relates to a system for delivering a marketing content. A software installed on the customer's PC 
derives information relating to the infrastructure of the PC such as size, speed, hard disk space, 
peripherals, protocol type and network connection.
